Tbesplrit of gamblipg.isabniad in i 
the laud. Ills in uur btimes. It is in 
our ecbools. It is in our places of bus- 
iness,as well as in our places of amuse- 
ment and recreation, says an editorial 
in the Central Methodist. The pour 
negroes play their game of chance 
with well-worn dice. The news boys 
in the alleys and bootblacks gaiiiljle 
away their hard earned little capital. 
The clerk In the store, the proprietor, 
the capitalist even, all stake their 
money, varying only in amount, on 
tnis or that event, tlie horse race, an 
athleticcontest,profe88ional ball game 
condition ofthe wheat market,stocks, 
etc. They are all in the same spirit. 

Intemperance is a thing not diffi- 
cult to recognize, and its terrlljle con- 
sequences, easily seen and known by 
all, have aroused the people to their 
greatest elTort to destroy the whisky 
power in our land. But the spirit of 
gambling, which is not so easily recog- 
nized, or its immediate consequences 
so repaMve and shocking as those of 
intemperance, is gradually and insidi- 
ously working its way into every part 
of oar social and business life. The 
consequences, too, in the end will l)e 
e(jually as ruinous as those of any oth- 
er sinful practice or unholy act. It 
will deaden all finer moral feeling, 
sacriliciiig everytliing to the love of 
greed, destroyititr all .spirituality and 
unfitting a man for any and every 
form Ot religious activity. We must 
be areosed to the dangers that are 
ahead, or we may suddenly be aroused 
some day to the fact tbat we have be- 
come a nation of gamblers. 

But where shall we liegin to check 
this gaming spirit? Begin where it 
begins— in tlie lionie, in the school, in 
the .social pastimes of Iho people. The 
giving of Diizesofany kind, in the 
scliool or in the home, is accunipaiiied 
always with the danger of stimula- 
ting thia very spirit, and not alwavs 
among those contending for tlic prize.*' 
but certainly among their friends and 
others interested in the results. The 
giving of a single prise in school in any 
one subject Is one of the most certain 
ways we have ever seen of encouraging 
the spirit of gambling among young 
people in school. So Interschool con 
tests of all kinds, in athletics, orato- 
ry, etc , are equally certain to lead to 
tlie .same results. We know wlicreof 
we speak. The guessing at tlie num- 
ber of pins in a board, .seed in a pump- 
kin, or votes in a coming election, are 
all wagen in a disguised form, and 
lead to the same demoralisation of 
character and willingness to indulge 
in more open forms of gambling. Near 
Iv all forms of Ket-rich-quick invest- 
ments and other schemes of specula- 
tion are in the line of gambling, ami 
should be avoided by all who want to 
be on the safe side. 

Let us be on our guard, therefore, 
against all these insidious phases of 
tbe gambling spirit, and let us warn 
others against them, ^ere is no form 
of sin, perhq^ that is more common, 
none more certain to ruin, tlian this 
gambling mania. It is said tbe an- 
cient Romans even bet their lives, of- 
fering to .sell themselves into slavery 
on the results of their great games, so 
strong had this passion for gambling 
taken hold of them. Beware, lest this 
Twentieth century finds us following 
hardaftw. 

A glance over the lists of recent 
sales of country real estate shows that 
more and more of the good old ances- 

ral farms are passing into the hands 
of a different class of owners. Tbe 
names include plenty of such endings 
as 'sk^l, 'ello, 'berg, 'han, '.sen. These 
people are supplanting the native-bred 
young men to such an extent as to 
completely change the make-up of 
some Eastern communities, says the 
American Agriculturist. 

Their purctuse of property is of 
coarse not doe to any prejudice in 
their iMWt on the port (tf former own- 
ers, bat to the ftct that Jean Catlette 
or Steve Kalouski, is perhaps, the on- 
ly buyer willing to pay anything like 
a fair. price. These enterprising per- 
sons have worked a few years in a city 
shop and laid up several hunared dol- 
lars. Taught by their experience in 
overcrowded Europe to prize the own 
ership of land, they are ready to take 
a farm on eaay terms and work hard 
to pay for it in f OIL They do not des- 
pise a location which happens to be 
over five minutes walk from a trolley 
line or more Uian ten miles from 
city. They expect to work and save 
with a great deal of help from vigor- 
ous, ambitious women folks and their 
numerous and docile children. 

Meanwhile the young man, who 
would have been natural heir to the 
farm, has sold his birthright for a job 
where he can wear creased trousers 
every day in the week and keep bis 
finger naila white and smooth.. With 
an idle wife and a pug dog he lives in 
a little flat, of which tbe monthly rent 
is equal to the price of an acre of good 
farm land. He grows hollow-eyed and 
nervous, and wears out young, but tbe 
people with the strange names live 
and multiply in the ancestral homes
